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(d) a package of such dimensions U> maintain tlic ^kx^ in the formed ho How tube configuration 

until removed from the package to thereby enable a consum er to unroll the hollow tube and after removal 
from the package and then fill the bore with the user's selected tobacco material; and 

(c) wherein said elevated moisture content inhibits breaking of the tube when the tube is 
unrolled by a consumer. 

277. (twice amended) The tobacco product of claim 276, wherein the bore is completely 
unHlled. 

278. (amended) The tobacco product of claim 276, wherein the package has an opening 
between opposing walls which prevents the sheet ftom unrolling until removed from the package to insert 
tobacco fill miiteriiil into the tube. 

279. (twice amended) A tobacco product, comprising: 

(a) a sheet of tobacco-containingmatcriaj that is flavored with a liquid additive lhat provides 
an elevated moisture content to the sheet of material; 

(b) a lube for receiving the sheet of material there around; 

(c) a longitudinal bore formed in the material when the sheet is wrapped around the tube; and 

(d) apackage of such dimensions for receiving the wrapped sheet ofmatcrial wherein the 
package maintains the sheet in the wrapped configuration until the sheet and tube are removed Fron^ the 
package to be filled witli a tobacco fill material. 

280. (twice amended) A tobacco product, comprising: 

(a) a shcl 1 0 fmaleri al containing in part tobacco and that is fl avored with a Hqui d additi ve that 
provides an elevated moisture content to the sheet of material; 

(b) a tube for wrapping the shell ofmatcrial there around to define a cigar shape; and 
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(c) a wrapper 

for receiving and packaging the cigar shaped shell, Ihe wrapper maintaining the diell in tlie cigar shape until 
the lube is removed from the package, enabling a user unroll the slicU and to fill the shell with tobacco; and 

(d) wherein said elevated moisture content inhibits breaking of the tube when the lube is 
unrolled.— 


288. (twice amended) A shell for assembling custom-made rolls of tobacco for smoking, 
comprising: 

(a) a sheet of conibtistible material which has not been part of a previously assembled cigar or 
cigarctte, and that lias been flavored with a liquid additive that provides an elevated moisture content to Iho 
sheet of material; 

(b) said sheet of malcrial having at least two edges and a surface ai-ea located between said edges; 

(c) said area having an inner surface and an outer surface; 

(d) wherein the sheet has a tubular shape at rest; 

(c) said edges being separable to provide access to the inner surface ofthe sheet of material for 
depositing thereon tobacco products to be smoked in the shell; and 

(0 wherein szdd elevated moisture content inliibits breaking of the tube when the tube is 
unrollcd." 


299. A device for preparing a tobacco product, comprising: 

a hollow shell having a central opening longitudinally theretlirough, said shell being fonncd fmm 
homogenized tobacco paper, the shell havinga longitudinal slit in asidewall ofthc shell to allowplacing of 
crushed tobacco into said central opening, wherein the shell is formed by wrapping the homogenized 
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tobacco pai^er about a removab le fonii casing; and wherein said shell is wrapped about a removable fomi 
casing, said fonii casing having an outside diameter, which is sli ghlly smal ler \hsm the di ameter of the central 
opening- 

300. The device or claim 299, wherein said form casing is provided with a non-stick 
coating deposited on an outer surface of the form casing, 

301 . (amended) A device for preparing a tobacco pmduct. comprising: 

(a) a removable substantially cylindrical foiiTi casing; 

(b) a shell body of homogenized tobacco material having a central opening extending 
longitudinally therethrough, said shell body being wiapped about said form casing; 

(c) a longitudinal opening formed in a sidcwall of the shell body to allow placing of cmshcd 
tobacco into said central after the forni casing is removed from the shell body; 

(d) wherein the shell is foimed by wrapping llie homogenized tobacco paper about the 
removable fonn casing; and 

(c) wherein said elevated moisture content inhibits breaking of the lube when the tube is 
unrolled. . • — 

302. The device of claim 301, wherein said central opening is adapted for receiving crushed 
(obacco after said form casing has been removed. 

303. (Amended) The invention of claim 30K wherein there arc multiple layers of homogenized 
tobacco paper.— 

306. (Amended) Aproductincludingacigartubcforholdingancnduser'stobaccofillmaterial, 
comprising: 
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a) acigiirlube which comprises a sheet of material ortobacco leaves or homogenized tobacco 
pai^cr flavored with a liquid additive tliat provides an elevated Tiioisture content to the sheet of material, the 
sheet 0 f materi al being rolled into a shaped tube that has a longitudinal bore, and edges tliat canbc movtxi 
apart by the end user so that tobacco fill material can be added to the bore; 

b) a wrapper, wherein the cigar tube is packaged in the wrapper, and the cigar tube remains rolled 
in said lube shape inside Ihe wrapper^ and the packaged cigar tube is not filled with tobacco to form a 
complete cigar; and 

(c) wherein said elevated moisture content inhibits breaking of the shaped tube when the edges 
are moved apart by the end user. 


307. The product of claim 306 further comprising moisture in the sheet of material. 

308. The product of claim 306 wherein the sheet is entirely comprised of tobacco material. 

309. The product of claim 306 wherein the wrapper is of cellophane maleriai. 
3 1 0» The product of claim 306 wherein the wrapper is of a clear material. 

311. The product of claim 3 06 wherein the wrapped, shaped tube does not contain any tobacco 
fill material. 

3 12. Tlic product of claim 306 wlierein the tubeisnot formed by rcmovingtliecombuslible fi Her 
of an existing prefabricated cigar. 

313. Tiie product of claim 306 wherein multiple layers define the sheet of material. 

314. (amended) A product including a cigar tube for holding an end user's tobacco fill material, 
comprising; 

a) a cigcur tube which comprises a sheet of material of tobacco leaves or homogenized tobacco 
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paper flavored with a liquid additive tliat provides an elevated moisture content to the sheet of material, the 
sheet of material being rolled into a shaped lube thathas a longitudinal bore, and edges that caji be moved 
tipart by the end user so tliat tobacco fill material can be added to the bore; 

b) a wrs^pcr, wherein the cigar tube is packaged in the wrapper, and the cigar tube remains rolled 
in said tube shape inside the wrapper after packaging; and 

(c) wherein said elevated moisture content inhibits breaking of the shaped tube when the edges 
arc moved apart by ihc end user. ^ ^ 

315. The product ofclaim 314 further comprising moisture in Ihc sheet of material. 

316. The product ofclaim 314 wherein the sheet is entirely comprised of tobacco material. 

317. The product ofclaim 314 wherein the wrapper is of cellophane material. 

318. The product ofclaim 314 wherein the wrapper is of a clear material 
3 1 9^ The prtKJ uct o f claim 3 1 4 wherein the wrapped, shaped tube does not contain any tobacco 

fill material. 

320. The prod uct o f claim 3 1 4 wherein the tube is not fomicd by removing tlic combustible filler 
of an existing prefabricated cigar. 

321. (Amended) A product including a cigar tube forholding an end usefstobacco fill material, 
comprising; 

a) acigar tube which comprises a sheet of material of tobacco leaves or homogenized tobacco 
paper that are flavored with a liquid additive that provides an elevated moisture content o the sheet of 
material, the sheet of material being rolled iu(o a shaped tube that has a longitudinal bore, and edges that 
can be moved apart by the end user so that tobacco fill material can be added to the bore; 
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b) a wrapper, wherein the cigar tube is packaged in tlic wrapper^ the wrapper has a clear portion for 
enabling a consumer to sec Ihc cigar tube, and Ihc cigar lube remains rolled in said lube shape inside Ihe 
wrapper; and 

(c) wherein said elevated moisture content inhibits breaking oflhe shaped tube when the eilges 
ai^ moved apart by the end vs^ 

322. The product of claim 321 further comprising moisture in the sheet ofrnateriah 

323. The product of claim 321 wherein the sheet is entirely comprised of tobacco material. 

324. The product of claim 321 wherein the wrapper is of cellophane material. 

325. The product of claim 32 1 wherein the wrapper is of a clear material. 

326. The product of claim 321 wherein the wrapped, shaped tube does not contain any tobacco 
fill material. 

327. The product ofclaim 32 1 whei ein the tube is not foimed by removing the combustible filler 
of an existing prefabricated cigar. 

328. The product ofclaim 321 wherein multiple layers define the sheet of material. 

329. The device ofclaim 301 wherein the shell body is flavored with an additive. 

330. The device ofclaim 301 wherein the additive is a liquid. 

33 1. The device of claim 330 wherein the liquid includes a solvent. 

332. The device ofclaim 330 wherein the liquid include in part, oil. 

333. The device of claim 330 wherein the liquid include in part, propylene, 

334. The device ofclaim 330 wherein the liquid include in part, glycerine. 

335. The device ofclaim 330 wherein the liquid include in part, bcn^yl. 
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
